Instead of be- 
ing grateful for the educa- 
tion they are getting, and 
being prepared to dedicate 
themselves to hard work, the 
students waste time in fri- 
volities. Many people coming 
to his group with degrees 
are not adequately trained 
and need further “breaking 
in” — but ultimately they 
prove to be “first-rate, as 
good as any in the world”

HE Third World Congress 


1 of Jewish Studies will 
open on the Hebrew Univer- 
isity Campus on Tuesday eve- 


ining and will continue until 
August 1. The Organizing 
Committee expects about 
1000 participants, most of 
them. naturally enough, Is- 
raelis: almost 180 overseas 
participants — both Jewish 
and Gentile — are expected. 
Among the visitors from 
Abroad are some of the most 
idistinguished scholars in 
their respective fields, includ- 
jing the Bible, the Dead Sea 
| Scrolis as well as medieval 
Jewish studies. 

| It ig interesting to note 
that a number of participants 
are expected aiso from the 
Iron urtain countries, Po- 
land alone accounting (for 
ten. From Leipzig a leading 
German Dead Sea Scrolls 
scholar is expected in the 
person of Prof. H. Bardtke. 
whilst scholars in Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria have 
also indicated their intention 
lof being present. 

By tradition. international 
| congresses are “movable 
\feasts.” Taking place at re- 
igular or irregular intervals, 
they are usually held in dif- 
| ferent centres of learning. 
| compensating by their very 
i‘tmiversalism and mobility for 
the narrowness and speciali- 
ization inherent in scholar- 
lly life. The World Con- 
igresses of Jewish Studies 
seem an exception to this 
rule. The First Congress was 
|held at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity (then still on Mount 
Scopus) in 1047; the Second 
Congress took place ten years 
later, in 1957, on the Univer- 
sity’s new campus. Jerusa- 
lem is the undisputed Capitai 
of the Jewish people, and the 
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Hebrew University — so it 
seems — ig the undisputed 
‘centre of Jewish learning 
and the obvious meeting- 
place for scholars engaged in 
Jewish studies. 

Now it is true that “Jewish 
Studies is a somewhat vague 
term. It denotes not so much 
a subject as. rather, a per- 
spective within which certain 
subjects can be viewed, For 
one and the same subject can 
often be looked at from dif- 
ferent angles the same Bible,
